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The Financial Campaign 


The great financial campaign to which the two preceding 
issues of the Bulletin were specially devoted, has completed one 
stage, the eight weeks of intensive propaganda and organization. 
All conditions considered, the results so far seem to the trustees 
distinctly successful. 


About Twenty Thousand Dollars in pledges or cash or bonds 
has already been subscribed, of which less than two thousand is 
conditioned. And the responses from those who have not yet 
pledged are so many and so encouraging that the final success of 
the effort seems assured. 


The completion of the fund must be delayed, because of 
conditions which the trustees could neither avoid nor modify. 
The great Interchurch drive for emergency needs of institutions 
and missionary work was rather abruptly put on for May, after 
our campaign had long been planned. While now there is some 
assurance that Endeavor may share in the benefits of this World 
Movement drive, last winter the possibility of such sharing was 
positively denied. ‘This situation made absolutely insistant the 
immediate pushing of the claims of Endeavor inorder that she 
be not entirely left out in this year’s benevolences of ,Christian 
people. 

The May World Movement drive was large and imperative. 
Endeavor’s appeal, therefore, had generally to be deferred, 
though standing out as a deferred but just appeal in the subcon- 
sciousness of the Christian people. ‘That under these conditions 
twenty thousand dollars was promptly designated for Endeavor 
seems distinct assuaance that Endeavor shall be taken care of. 


The trustees are planning that the campaign, for which so 
wide publicity has been laid, shall be carried on for a full year, 
and have engaged Rev. O. L. Robinson, so long well known by 
his activities in Wisconsin church circles, to give his whole time 


and resource to the campaign. His high standing in the regard 
of the people, his abilities, and his unusual acquaintance with 
the whole situation suggest that he will be able to enlist a great 
army of friends of the Christian Academy idea and of Endeavor 
in particular. 

Mr. Robinson will have his headquarters at Endeavor, of 
course, and will begin work about June first. 

Meanwhile, no one need wait to be invited to speak the 
good word he can speak or to write the good check he can write 
for the larger Endeavor that is to be. 


Next School Year

Tuitions and board and room charges will be slightly in- 
creased. 

Plans are being developed for a large increase in attendance 
from a wide circle of patronage.
